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PREFACE 



In the Spring of 1970, the State Librarian formed the State 
Librarian’s Interlibrary Loan Committee for the purposes of in- 
vestigating new dimensions for a statewide interlibrary loan ser- 
vice, and means for financing an interlibrary loan service for 
Kansas public libraries in FY 1972, The material included in 
this study was compiled to meet this purpose. 

Appreciation is expressed to Miss Marjorie Pomeroy, con- 
sultant; to the administrators of the fourteen libraries 
involved in the studies; to the Interlibrary loan staffs of 
these libraries, without whose gracious cooperation the studies 
could not have been conducted; and to Mr, Allen Gardiner of 
the inter library loan staff at the headquarters (Topeka Public 
Library) for his assistance to the consultant explaining the 
operation of the Kansas Information Circuit and in collecting 
the data.

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INTRODUCTION 



The Kansas State Library funded the first interlibrarv 
loan network in Kansas in 1965 under Title I of the Library 
Services and Construction Act. The state agency contracted 
with the six largest public libraries in Kansas: Johnson 

County, Wichita, v Hutchinson, Salina, Kansas City, and Topeka, 
to perform interlibrary loan services for approximately 250 
public libraries. This network, known as the Kansas Infor- 
mation Circuit (KIC), began operation on September 27, 1965. 

In 1966, the State Library granted LSCA funds to seven 
regions which covered the entire state for the purpose of 
planning for public library systems; under the grant each 
area established a teletype interlibrary loan center which 
filled requests for the region and transmitted unfilled re- 
quests to the Kansas Information Circuit headquarters. All 
seven areas are now legally designated regional systems of co- 
operating libraries and perform regional interlibrary loan 
services. 

Topeka Public Library was designated the Kansas Infor- 
mation Circuit headquarters. When the systems’ unfilled re- 
quests (only requests for specific books were handled - no 
reference requests) arrived at the headquarters, as many as 
possible were filled by the headquarters library. The un- 
filled requests were compiled into one list and placed on a 
conference TWX call to the other five libraries. Each of 
the libraries searched the list for on-the-shelf availability. 
The order of search each day, after Topeka, was: Johnson 

County, Wichita, Hutchinson, Salina, and Kansas City. Johnson 
County was the first to search, and therefore, mailed everv- 
thing on the list it had available for loan. Wichita then . 
supplied those items which it had available for loan and which 
had not been supplied by Johnson County. Wichita then reported 
to Hutchinson those items being mailed by Johnson County and 
Wichita. Then Hutchinson supplied those items which it could 
and so on down the searching order until Kansas City. Kansas 
City then reported to Topeka the items being mailed by the 
entire Circuit. For those items not supplied by the Circuit, 
Topeka notified the system's interlibrary loan center so it 
in turn could notify the patron. 

On April 1, 1967, the Kansas State Library began to serve as 
a resource agency. Kansas State University agreed to serve 
as an additional resource library on June 7, 1967, on a no-cost, 
reciprocal basis, and continued to do so until September 1, 

1969. The University of Kansas became the third resource li- 
brary for the Circuit on May 1, 1969. 

From its inception until early 1970, the Circuit has been 
administered by the State Librarian and the Kansas Information 
Circuit Council, originally consisting of the administrators 
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of the six participating public libraries on the Circuit. As 
additional resource libraries came onto the Circuit and as re- 
gional library systems developed, the administrators of these 
agencies became members of the Council. The Council acted to 
advise on the establishment of policies and procedures for the 
Kansas Information Circuit. 

Since the federally funded demonstration period for the 
Circuit was drawing to a close, the State Librarian, on March 
6, 1970, called a meeting of the administrators of the six KIC 
libraries, the seven regional library systems, Kansas State 
University and the University of Kansas. A one-year extension 
to end on June 30, 1971, of the federal demonstration was grant- 
ed. based on the agreement of the administrators that the Cir- 
cuit be expanded, and that the year be used to plan for the 
funding of the Circuit from sources other than federal, and 
that new dimensions for service and techniques for evaluation 
be developed for the Circuit. From this meeting, the Inter- 
library Loan Committee was formed. 

The purpose of the State Librarian's Interlibrary Loan 
Committee is to investigate new dimensions for a statewide 
inter library loan service and means for financing an inter- 
library loan service for Kansas public libraries in FY 1972. 

The subsequent investigations, analyses and experimen- 
tations were conducted for this purpose. It was agreed that 
new dimensions worthy for investigation were: 

1. Inclusion of some system library headquarters 
as suppliers to a state interlibrary loan net- 
work. 

2. Investigation of American Library Association 
model in ter library loan code. 

3. Study of the availability of resources for 
in ter library loan service?. 

4. Experimentation with out-of-state networks. 

5. Experimentation with use of union list of 
serials for going directly to source for 
serial requests. 

6. Analysis of costs of interlibrary loan ser- 
vice. 

7. Analysis of location of supplying interlibrary 
loan agencies on an interlibrary loan circuit. 

8. Study of types of materials requested on a 
network and the amount of duplication among 
the requests. 

In order to investigate these dimensions the Interlibrary 
Loan Committee endorsed. the need for employing a consultant. 

The consultants duties were defined as investigation and planning 
of the following aspects of the Inter library Loan Program for FY 
1971: 
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1. FY 1971 placement of members on network baaed 
upon availability of materials, time and staffing 
factors. 

2. Policy and procedure for acquiring serials di- 
rectly from identified sources on the network. 

3. Assessment of units interlibrary loan capability. 

Central Kansas Library System agreed to finance the consultant. Miss 
Marjorie Pomeroy of the Northwest Kansas Library System, was employed 
to do the study. 

In May, Miss Pomeroy chose two weeks (ten days) of Kansas Infor- 
mation Circuit daily request lists to be checked by fourteen agencies 
(Johnson County Public Library, Wichita Public Library, Hutchinson 
Public Library, Salina Public Library, Kansas City Public Library, 
Topeka Public Library, Kansas State Library, University of Kansas 
(Watson Library), Kansas S^ate University (Farrell Library), Central 
Kansas Library System (Great Bend), North Central Kansas Library 
System (Manhattan),, Southeast Kansas Library System (Iola), South- 
west Kansas Library System (Dodge City), and Northwest Kansas Li- 
brary System (Hoxie). The daily request lists were checked for 
ownership and on-the-shelf availability. The first week chosen 
for the study was May 18-22, 1970. This week’s lists were check- 
ed May 18-22 by the agencies then on the Kansas Information Cir- 
cuit (the first six agencies listed above); while the non-KIC 
agencies checked the lists during the folloiving week, May 25-29, 

1970. The non-KIC agencies checked the lists on corresponding 
days - checking Monday, May 1£ on Monday, May 25; Tuesday, May 
19 on Tuesday, May 26, etc. February 16-20, 1970, was the second 
week chosen for the study. This week’s lists were checked June 
8-12, 1970, by all fourteen agencies. Once more the lists were 
checked on the corresponding days - Monday, February 16 was check- 
ed on Monday, June 8; Tuesday, February 17, was checked on Tuesday, 
June 9, etc. 

Miss Pomeroy designed Tables I — VII for the tabulation of 
this data. She partially tabulated the data for the week of May 
18-22, 1970, and Monday, February 16, 1970. During this time she 
chose to study the data for more information than was outlined in 
the duties of the consultant. 

Using the ownership information from the May week and avail- 
ability information from Monday, February 16, 1970, Miss Pomeroy 
reported her conclusions to the Interlibrary Loan Committee in 
late June. From this report, the order of searching was establish- 
ed for the start of FY 1971. The report also included the method 
of requesting periodicals and/or photocopies to be used for the 
start of FY 1971. (See Addendum I for copy of this report.) 

During June, two experiments with the placement of units on 
the network were conducted. For these experiments the network - 
consisting then of the six public libraries, the Kansas State Li- 
brary, and the University of Kansas Library - was expanded to in- 
clude four additional agencies. (See Table VII for the summary 
of the experiments.) These experiments were conducted during the 
weeks of June 1-5, and June 15-19, 1970.

The middle of August the data arrived at the Kansas State 
Library after Mr. Stephens, State Librarian, offered the State 
Library Staff's help in tabulating the data. After the State 
Library Staff started the tabulation, they found mistakes in the 
partial tabulation of the May week and of Monday, February 16, 

1970. The May lists, possibly due to the fact the KIC agencies 
used the work sheets they had used when doing the actual KIC lists, 
had inaccuracies on those items that were M owned-but-out" (OBO) 
and "owned-but-not-cir cu.lating" (OBNC). When tabulating the 
data, the State Library Staff recorded the information exactly 
as the agencies sent it to Miss Pomeroy, although realizing there 
were inaccuracies. The State Library Staff was never able to 
completely identify the inaccuracies. Therefore, the State Li- 
brary Staff checked the tabulation for the May week and made 
the corrections they found necessary. Thus, all tabulation was 
done or verified by the State Library staff. 

Several tables were slightly modified by the State Library 
Staff -• such as changing the order of the columns or in one 
table adding more information to make the table more explanatory; 
however, the basic idea of each table was left the way Miss Pom- 
eroy had designed it. 

In September, Miss Pomeroy notified the State Library that 
she could not write the narrative to accompany the tables. Due 
to previous public commitments , the State Library Staff was not 
able to immediately complete the study. 

The State Library Staff, in writing the explanation for each 
table has tried to give the purpose of the table, if the Staff 
was sure of Miss Pomeroy's intent. Where the Staff was uncertain, 
this is noted in the explanation. 

Appendices I - II were designed by the State Library Staff 
using the data collec ted by Miss Pomeroy. The "Availability 
Study" was designed to show the actual "on-the-shelf " availability 
of each agency. The State Library Staff felt that this table was 
one the Interlibrary Loan Committee had desired. 

The second table, Intrasystem Searching, shows the effect 
intrasystem interlibrary loan networks would have on the Kansas 
Information Circuit. This table was included since the Inter- 
library Loan Committee had shown interest in studying the possi- 
bilities of such networks. 

Appendix III consists of special reports submitted to the 
interlibrary loan committee by the administrators of three re- 
gional library systems. These reports are included in this study 
as additional data pertinent to statewide resource development. 
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CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS

1. The three aspects of the interlibrary loan program for FI 1971 
to be studied were: 



a) FI 1971 placement of members on network based upon 
availability of materials, time, and staffing factors. 

Ownership by an agency does not always mean the agency has the 
material for interlibrary loans availability is the key to a suc- 
cessful interlibrary loan program. For example: Topeka owned U8.65$ 

of the items on the lists for the week of February 16-20, 1970, . but 
had 2h . 83% actually available for interlibrary loan. 

Arrangement of libraries on the inberlibrary loan circuit should 
be as follows - based on the availability of materials: 



1. Kansas State University 

2. University of Kansas 

3. Southeast Kansas Library System 

ll. Hutchinson Public Library 

$. Topeka Public Library 

6. Wichita Public Library 

7. Kansas City Public Library 



8. Salina Public Library 

9. Johnson County Library 

10. North Central Kansas Lib. System 

11. Kansas State Library 

12. Southwest Kansas Library System 

13. Central Kansas Library System 
ll+. Northwest Kansas Library System 



However, in order to have the two universities serving in the first 
two positions, methods of financing their participation at this level 
must be found and initiated. 

b) Policy and procedure for acquiring serials directly from 
identified sources on the network. 



The consultant recommended the requesting agency's periodical re- 
quests be sent to the Kansas Information Circuit headquarters with, a 
notation of owners as indicated in the Kansas Union List of Serials or 
the Kansas Systems Serial Service Union List . The headquarters library 
then will select the owning agency to fill the request and will forward 
the request to that owning agency. 

c) Assessment of units interlibrary loan capability. 

An agency's interlibrary loan capability can be determined by check- 
ing availability as they coincide. 

2. Libraries with the lower percentages of availability (capability of 
supplying materials) should be analyzed in relationship to the cost 
of their being a supplier prior to FT 1972. Such analysis should 
guide the Interlibrary Loan Committee in deciding the worthiness in 
continuing these agencies on the Circuit.

3. Intrasystem interlibrary loan searching is worthy of investigation. 

The Kansas Information Circuit would receive 35$ less requests if 
intrasystem inter library loan networks were operating in all systems. 
Therefore, it is recommended that each system which is not now 
utilizing intrasystem interlibrary loan searching, conduct studies 
of ownership, availability, personnel, etc., among the major re- 
source libraries within the system. Such studies would indicate 
those agencies which could be included in an intrasystem interlibrary 
loan network. 

U. Of the located items on the lists for the weeks of February 16-20, 
1970, and May 18-22, 1970, 29.28$ had single or two owners. The 
other 70.72$ had three or more owners. The studies conducted by 
three of the systems show that the items requested from within a 
system are seldom duplications. Therefore, any financial assis- 
tance to the supplying libraries for purchase of materials - 
whether the funds are federal, state, or regional - should be 
carefully coordinated to prevent unnecessary duplication of materials. 

5>. The most requested subjects that are located on the Circuit are 
the materials in the 900’s and the 300’s. The main areas in the 
900’s are General Biography, General History of North America, 

General Geography, and General History of Modern Europe. In the 
300’s the main areas are Sociology* Education, Political Science, 
and Lconoirdcs. Any statewide resource purchasing grant should be 
responsive to these subject areas. The Interlibrary Loan Committee 
should check the strengths rf these subject areas in the various 
libraries and then build on these strengths with the resource funds.

OWNERSHIP BY ITEM. AGENCY, AND TYPE OF MATERIALS 

In order to gather the data for this table, each agency was 
asked to make a catalog search of ten KIC lists, those for the 
week February 16-20, and May 18-22, 1970. Each agency indicated 
ownership of items by marking the call number beside each item 
they own on each KIC list. In addition, each agency was asked 
to make a shelf search of those items they own and to indicate 
those which are owned-but-out (OBO) and/or owned-but-not-circulating 
(OBNC). 

The results of these searches for each agency are shown on 
the following tables, there being one table for each of the ten 
KIC lists. The tables are arranged by the type of material (non- 
fiction, fiction, and photocopies); and the corresponding item 
numbers from the KIC lists. Those items which are juvenile or 
young adult are so indicated with a "J" or a ff Y". 

Items owned by each agency are indicated by an X under the 
appropriate item number. If the item was OBO, a plus (+) is 
added by the X; if the item was OBNC, an asterisk (*) is added by 
the X. At the end of each table, the total items owned, OBO, 
and OBNC, are given for each agency. 

At the bottom of the tables, the total owners for each item 
are given. Those items which were either OBO or OBNC at all owning 
agencies, and therefore, were not supplied, are so indicated at the 
bottom of each table. (An asterisk (*) at the bottom indicates that 
all owning agencies recorded these items as OBNC, and, therefore, 
the item could never be supplied; a plus (+) at the bottom indicates 
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Table I 



that at least one of the owning agencies recorded the item OBO, and 
therefore, the item could have been supplied at a later date). 



1. The total number of items on each KIC list which 
are owned, OBO, and OBNC at each agency; 

2. The total number of owners of the located items 
on each KIC list;

The combined total of the nonfiction, fiction, and photo- 
copy located items not owned by each agency; 

The percentage of the total located items not owned by 
each agency (computed by dividing the located items not 
owned by each agency by the total located items not 
owned by all agencies)- 

These tables summarize the number of items owned and not owned 
by each agency on each KIC list and, in the opinion of the State Li- 
brary staff, show ownership, not availability- All computations are 
based on the total items located (or owned) by all agencies, not on 



the total items on each KIC list-

ANALYSIS AND SUMMARY BY AGENCY OF ITEMS OWNED, NOT OWNED, OWNED 
BUT OUT, AND OWNED BUT NOT CIRCULATING 

The data on this table includes the number of items owned, 
not-owned (NO), owned-but-out (OBO), and owned-but-not-circulating 
(OBNC) for each of the fourteen agencies. The percentages of 
items owned and NO were computed by dividing these amounts by 
the total items owned by each agency. The OBO and OBNC informa- 
tion for the first six agencies for the week in May is inac- 
curate, according to Miss Pomeroy. The State Library staff 
was unable to determine the exact nature of the inaccuracies, 
and, therefore, used the figures as submitted by each of the 
six agencies. The data has been compiled for each day, with a 
summary for each week. 

The State Library staff is of the opinion that this infor- 
mation reflects ownership, not availability.

SUMMARY BY ITEMS OWNED, NOT OWNED, AND TYPE OF MATERIAL 

This table is a summary for each of the ten KIC lists. February 
16-20, 1970, and May 18-22, 1970. The data for each list include the 
total number of items on the list; the total number of items owned by 
the fourteen agencies; the percentages of items owned, computed by 
dividing the number of items owned by the number of items on the list; 
the total number of items not owned by any of the fourteen agencies; 
the percentages of items not owned, computed by dividing the number of 
items not owned by the number of items on the list. The items that 
were owned were then analyzed according to fiction, nonfiction, and 
photocopies. The percentages of these were found by dividing the 
number in each classification by the number of items owned. 

The data reflects that although Tuesdays appear to be the days 
when KIC use is the heaviest^ Fridays appear to be the days when the 
highest percentages of ownership occur. 

The State Library staff is not able to ascertain the purpose of 
this table in relationship to a study of availability. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF NONFICTION MATERIALS OWNED 

The data for this table was obtained from the classification 
numbers of nonfiction items owned by each agency on the individual 
KIC lists. If different classif ication numbers were given for the 
same item by several owning agencies, the number used the most fre- 
quently was selected for the purposes of this table. No attempt 
has been made to obtain classification numbers for those items which 
the State Library staff determined were Library of Congress order 
numbers. 

The selected classification numbers are listed in the first 
column. The corresponding interpretation for each classification 
number according to Dewey Decimal Classification, 17th Edition, is 
recorded in the second column. The number of items from the May 
lists and the February lists which fall into each classification 
are shown in the third and fourth columns respectively. The total 
items from both weeks 1 lists in each classification are combined and 
listed in the fifth column. The sixth column contains the grand 
total of items which fall into each major Dewey grouping or class. 

The percentage of items in each Dewey class (seventh column) was 
calculated by dividing the total items in each Dewey class by the 
total number of nonfiction items located from both lists. 

The results of this study indicate that the most requested 
nonfiction items are materials in the 900’s and the 300’s, and the 
least requested materials are in the 400’s. 

The State Library staff is of the opinion that this data is 
not useful in its present form. A more meaningful analysis could 

have been made which indicated the depth of nonfiction material 
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( 




owned by each of the agencies, had the data been compiled by agency. 
Such data could be useful regarding statewide resource development, 
so that special resource collections could be built on existing 
strengtns. It is also suggested that an analysis of not owned items 
should have been made, in order to learn the areas where gaps occur 
most often. Such information could also be useful in resource 
development , 

The State Library staff, therefore, feels that this data is 
not pertinent to an availability study, and perhaps has missed Miss 
Pomeroy : s intentions for including it in the study. 

Also included is a partial summary table, designed by the 
State Library staff, on which the Dewey classes are arranged in 
descending order, with the most frequently requested materials list- 
ed first. The second column indicates the Dewey divisions within 
each Dewey class, most often requested. Those Dewey divisions re- 
quested the least are not included; therefore, this is a partial 
summary. The percentages of Items in Each Dewey Division were 
computed by dividing the Total Items in Each Dewey Division by the 
Total Items in Each Dewey Class. 

The Interlibrary Loan Committee should check in the various 
libraries for strengths in the subject areas most frequently re- 
quested, and build on these strengths for statewide resource de- 
velopment. 
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CIRCUIT EXPANSION STUDY 

The following tables reflect the results of two Trial Runs, 
one during the week June 1-5, 1970, and the other during the week 
June 15-19, 1970, of an expanded KIC network. For the purposes of 
this experiment, the Central Kansas Library System, the North Cen- 
tral Kansas Library System, the Southeast Kansas Library System, and 
Kansas State University were added to the agencies searching the 
daily KIC lists in addition to the six public libraries, the State 
Library and the University of Kansas, the regular participants on 
the network. 

During the course of the experiments each agency reported to 
Topeka Public Library the number of items it was mailing, and the 
number of items owned-but-out (OBO), and/or owned-but-not-circulating 
(OBNC) in its collection. In addition, each agency also included 
the time of day at which it concluded its search of each list in 
its report to Topeka Public Library. 

For the first week’s experiment, the six public libraries re- 
mained in their normal searching order followed by the three regional 
library systems, then the State Library, and finally the two univer- 
sities. During the second week’s experiment, the three regional li- 
brary systems were first, followed by five of the public libraries, 
the State Library, the two universities, and Topeka Public Library 
last . 

The data on each table is arranged by agency and by day of week 
followed by the totals for the week. The number of items mailed, 

OBO, and OBNC with the respective percentages for each agency are 
also listed. The percentages for each agency were computed by di- 
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viding the total items mailedjOBO, and OBNC by the total items on 
the KIC lists for each week. The summary tables are arranged by 
day of week rather than by agency. The number of items mailed, 
0B0, OBNC, and not-owned (NO) are given with the respective per- 
centages for each day as well as the totals for each week. 

Also included is one table for each week showing the time 
of relay for each agency in searching order. On Trial Run #1, 
the times listed for Topeka are the times when the conference 
call was broadcast to the other agencies; the times listed for 
KSU are the times when they reported back to Topeka. On Trial 
Run #2, the times listed for SEKLS are the times when SEKLS 
completed searching the lists (SEKLS received the daily confer- 
ence calls from Topeka at approximately 9:30 a»m.); the times 
listed for Topeka are the times when Topeka completed searching 
the lists. The numbers in parentheses () represent the second 
day after a conference call was broadcast, and in some instances, 
three days were necessary before all agencies had searched the 
lists. For example, on Monday during Trial Run #1 , it took from 
10:25 a.m. until 4:50 p.m. on Monday for the first ten agencies 
to search that list; KU and KSU, therefore , did not complete their 
searches until Tuesday. It is pointed out that no list could be 
searched by all agencies in one day; every list took at least 
two days. During Trial Run #?, when the Southeast Kansas Library 
System searched first, it is noted that it took SEKLS anywhere 
from two to five hours to complete searching the lists* This is 
due to the fact that this system utilizes intrasystem searching, 
which does slow down the quickness of the circuit. However, it 
should also be pointed out that the SEKLS mailed the highest per- 
centages of items as a result of intrasystem searching, and that 
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the extra time appeared not to have unusual effect on the speed 
of the network. 

Miss Pomeroy undertook these experiments at the request of 
the Interlibrary Loan Committee to investigate the placement of 
units on the network. It is assumed by the State Library staff 
that the present searching order of the netv/ork is based somewhat 
on these two circuit expansion studies.

The headquarters function of the interlibrary loan network (KIC) 
need not be assumed by a resource center. If these two are joined, 
this does not require that first position- in circuiting be held by the 
resource center. 

There appears to be considerable difference in output between 
being first and last on the network. 



Conclusions from premises 



Topeka, which serves both as KIC headquarters and as a resource 
center, need, not be in first position in circuiting on the network. 

Topeka, in actual circuiting, has mailed considerably more items 
proportionately when first on the circuit than when last. 

To reduce its workload as resource center beginning July 1 when 
its headquarters duties are heavier because of adcjitional duties and 
the expanded ne.twork, Topeka will be last in circuiting position begin- 
ning July 1. '

AVAILABILITY STUDY 



Data used in this study is for the *veek of February 16-20, 
1970. Data for the week of May 18-22, 1970, has not been used, 
since the owned-but-out (OBO) and owned-but-not-circulating

The purpose of this study is to show the percentages of 
items available, or items which could have been mailed, in each 
of the fourteen agencies. The agencies are ranked or arranged 
on each table according to their rate of availability; the agency 
with the highest percentage of availability is first followed by 
the other agencies in decending order to the one with the lowest 
percentage of availability. 

The percentage of availability for each agency was computed 
as follows: the items owned butnot available (because they were 

reported either OBO and/or OBNC) were subtracted from the total 
items owned in order to obtain the items owned and available; this 
amount (items owned and available) was divided by the total items 
on the KIC lists, producing the percentages of availability. 

As shown on the tables, the two university libraries, KSU and 
KU, almost consistently have the highest percentages of availability? 
while the State Library and the regional library systems (with the 
exception of SEK) have the lowest percentages of availability. It 

is pointed out that for the week (summary table), the Southeast 
Kansas Library System is rated third, only 3.26% behind KSU and 
1.23% behind KU. These figures indicate that intrasystem search- 
ing is advantageous and should be investigated by other regional 
library systems. ggjy.

INTOA SYSTEM SEARCHING 

The Intrasystem Searching Tables show the effect of possible 
intrasystem interlibrary loan networks. The data from both weeks, 
February 16-20, 1970, and May 18-22. 1970. were used. 

For the purposes of this experiment, the following KIC li- 
braries were used in relation to the regional systems in which 
they are located: Kansas City, Johnson County, and Topeka for 

the Northeast Kansas Library System; Hutchinson and Wichita for 
the South Central Kansas Library System; and Great Bend and Salina 
for the Central Kansas Library System. No additional agencies 
were used for the North Central Kansas Library System, Northwest 
Kansas Library System, Southeast Kansas Library System, and 
Southwest Kansas Library System.' 

The number of items requested by all libraries within each re- 
gional system was counted for each day. Ownership of each item was 
then checked to discover if any of the KIC members located within 
that system owned the book. Only ownership was noted; 0B0 and OBNC 
notations were disregarded, as the rules for KIC note that items 
owned by a library should not be placed on the Circuit, unless the 
request is of an urgent nature, whereby a patron’s serious research 
may be hampered. Totals for each day and a summary for each week 
of the number of items requested on KIC within each regional system, 
the number of items owned within each regional system, and the per- 
centages of items owned or which could have been filled had intra- 
system searching been utilized, are shown. The percentages were 
computed by dividing the items owned within a system by the items 
requested within a system.

The results of this experiment indicate that intrasystem inter- 
library loan searching is worthy of investigation. For example: had 

the CKL System searched the Salina collection, almost 38% of this 
system’s requests for the two weeks studied would not have been placed 
on KIC; approximately 57% of the requests for the NEKL System would 
not have reached KIC had the Kansas City, Johnson County, and Topeka 
collections been searched first; if Wichita’s requests had first 
been searched at Hutchinson, 23% of the requests from the SCKL System 
would not have been forwarded to KIC. An additional factor reflected 
in these percentages is that most systems and KIC libraries are placing 
owned items on the Circuit. The percentages for those systems in which 
no KIC libraries are located or which utilize intrasystem searching are 
comparatively lower, indicating that these agencies are following the 
’’owned items rule” to a greater degree. 

The combined totals for all systems for the two weeks reflect 
that KIC would receive 35% less requests if intrasystem interlibrary 
loan networks were operating ia all systems and if all agencies would 
conform to the ownership rules. 

The Interlibrary Loan Philosophy Statement adopted by the Inter- 
library Loan Committee, states in part: ’’Each regional system of 

cooperating libraries will have, or develop, an interlibrary loan ser- 
vice for public libraries within its geographical boundaries. This 
may include the development of an intrasystem network with certain li- 
braries (of all types) within the boundaries of the system. The ob- 
jective should be for each system to fill 90% of the interlibrary loan 
requests from its public libraries...” Therefore, it is recommended 

that each system which is not now utilizing intrasystem interlibrary 
loan searching, conduct studies of ownership, availability, personnel 
etc., among the major resource libraries within the system. Such studies 

would indicate those agencies which could be included in an intra- 
system interlibrary loan network.
